MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 


SUBJECT: Post Course Discussion with Midcareer Students 


On 8 November I met with the Support Directorate "students" 
in the last Midcareer Course. A number of points came out. 


a. The AEC presentation could have been better. 
Our people seem to feel that AEC might be better represented 
by a different speaker. Our students also thought that 
Mr. Bostain was tops in his presentation. 


b. A second point was that our students wondered 
why the course itself might not be extended to compensate 
in an instance such as theirs where two holidays occurred 
during the course and they lost therefore two days of 
information. 


c. They believed the grid to be properly placed. 
They pointed out that there were relatively few students in 
the course who actually had supervisory responsibilities. 


d. The wives reception is a real plus. 


e. For specific OTR action if agreed, the students 
should be better prepared for their individual presentations 
and this is somethingdén which our people feel that OTR 
should be insistent. They also did agree with the idea that 
students might start working on their individual preparations 
before the course begins while they have access to source 
data in their own components. The final recommendation 
would be that the individuals check out with their component
